south bank, gradually sloping away 
from the river until, at Castiglione, 
jt is six miles below the Sangro. 

Eighth Army units are to-day 
mopping up the few small pockets 
of snipers and isolated machine- 
gun posts which remain on the cap- 
tured Santa Maria ridge. 

Heavy German counter-attacks 
were beaten off. 

The Germans have suffered very 
heavy losses in men and armour. 
Thev fought so grimly for Santa) 
Maria and Fossacesia that 130 left 
it too late to get out and were cap- 
tured. 

The German Overseas News 
Agency said last night :—‘‘News 
which reached Berlin military quar- 
ters by noon showed that the Allies 
had succeeded in making a dent of 
2: to 3 miles into our line.” 


AIR SUPPORT 


Supporting the Eighth Army’s 
drive, strong formations of the tac- 
tical air force vesterday made one of 
the heaviest and most sustained air 
attacks of the whole Middle East 


and fighter-bombers,’ often struck 
only 500 yards ahead of Mont- 
gomery's men. Guns, fortifications, 
trenches, and troops were shattered, 
concrete emplacements and reinforced 
strong points being reduced to 
rubble. 

Other targets hit were bridges and 
read junctions ahead of the battle- 
ront. 

On the Fifth Army front, a three 
miles’ advance west of Montaquila 
has straightened the line north cf 
Venafro. More valuable high ground 
has been gained, giving observation 
northward. 

Patrols have encountered thickly- 
strewn-mines and barbed wire, as 
part of the German effort to slow 
General Clark’s advance. 

Liberators, escorted by Lightnings, 
bombed the big Italian port of 
Fiume, at the head of the Adriatic, 
which the Germans recaptured from 
Balkan partisans following the Italian 
collapse. i 

Bostons bombed and strafed roads, 
rail junctions, and river craít, all 
the way from Pescara to Ancona, on 
the Adriatic. 

Algiers radio yesterday reported 
that the latest Allied captures in- 
clude Lanciano, most important 
town in the present battle sector, as 
well as Castel di Frentano and 
Casoli.

RENT CONTROL 
NECESSARY 
IN DUBLIN 


EWS that the Government con- 
N templates the introduction of 

new rent restriction legislation 
has been welcomed by many Dublin 
tenants. 
An /rish Times special representa- 
tive who investigated recent in- 
creases in house rents in Dublin, 
says:—One of the worst squeezes of 
the fixed-income section of the 
middle classes is on its way in the 
form of mcreased rents. ere are 
a few examples of it: A Merrion 
square three-room flat, with bath- 
room and kitchenette,.had the rent 
raised from £90 to £130. The family 
which had been there for half a life- 
time consequently had to move out. 
A four-room Ballsbridge house, let 
at £90 a year, was renovated and 
re-let at £120. A Sandymount house, 
with a valuation of £16, was recently 
vacated, re-decorated and offered for 
letting at £120. 
It is thought that property owners 
have been able to make increases of 
this type because of a new demand 
for a better kind of house from 
people who have made, and are 
making, large sums from dealing in 
commodities. 
Unless it is checked by some form 
of rent control it is bound to reduce 
still further the already much- 
reduced standard of living of the 
middle classes, who are dependent 
on fixed incomes.

T t Government had one of 


their narrowest escapes since 
the general election when a 
Fine Gael amendment was defeated 
by a majority of only eight votes in 
the Dail last night. 
Farmers, Labour and Independent 
deputies combined with the main 
Opposition party to give them this 
shock, and when the result of the 
division was announced Mr. James 
Dillon, rubbing his hands, said: 
‘Ah Ha! .He (Mr. de Valera) is 
still smiling—but nervously.’’ 
Mr. DE VALERA replied: “ Not 
a bit.’ . 
The amendment, which was 
defeated by 53 votes to 45, was 
moved by Mr. J. HUGHES to the 
Agricultural Amendment Bill, 1943. 
It urged that if it were necessary to 
abolish agricultural committees the 
Minister should request the County 
Council to appoint a new committee. 
Dr. RYAN said that the amend- 
ment would remove much of the 
effect of the bill. 
Mr. W. T. COSGRAVE (F.G.), 
supporting the amendment, said that 
his Government took power of 
abolition only at a time when the 
wail had empty benches and some 
County. Councils were engaged in 
political interference. 
Mr. J. M. DILLON (Ind.) said 
that, the Minister was not able to 
give a case in point where essential 
services had broken down because 
a committee did not do its work. 


DRASTIC POWERS 

Mr. B. J. MAGUIRE (Ind.) said 
the powers asked for were rather 
drastic. 

Mr. M. DONNELLAN (C. na T.) 
said that his party was against the 
measure, because the agricultural 
committee was the one committee 
not made up of political ‘‘wrigglers.”’ 
Dr. RYAN said that, if the bill 
was going to go through, the 
Minister would have to have dis- 
cretion in this matter. In the circum- 


committee, the County Council could 
be asked to appoint a new committee 
as quickly as possible.

“Mr. Roosevelt, (reneralissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek and Prime Minjs- 
ter Churchill, together with their 
respective military and diplomatic 
advisers, have completed a con- 
ference in North Africa. 


“The following general She ” 


has been issued :— 
“ Thé several military missions 
have agreed upon future military 
Operations against Japan. 

“The three great Allies expressed 
their resolve to bring unrelenting 
ressure against their brutal enemies 
by sea, land, and air. This pres- 
sure is already rising. 
‘The three. great Allies are 
fighting this war to restrain and 
unish the aggression of Japan. 
hey covet no gain for themselves, 
and have no thought of territorial 
expansion. 
“Tt, is their purpose that Japan 
shall be stripped of all the islands 
in the Pacific which she has seized} 
or occupied since the beginning of 


the first: World’ War in 1914>-and}* 


that all the territories that Japan 
has stolen from the Chinese, such 
as Manchuria, Formosa, and the 
Pescadores, shall be restored to the 
Republic of China. 

“ Japan will also be expelled from 
all other territories which she has 
taken by violence and greed. 

“The aforesarl three Great 
Powers, mindful of the enslavement 
of the people of Korea, are deter- 
mined that in due course Korea shall 
become free and independent. 

“With these objectives in view, 
the three Allies, in harmony with 
those of the United Nations at war 
with Japan, will continue to perse- 
vere in the serious and prolonged 
operations necessary to procure the 
unconditional surrender of Japan.” 


MAIN PROBLEMS 


Vital decisions were reached by 
the three architects of the war 
against Japan, who conferred to- 
gether for the first time. Military 
objectives in the Pacific, China and 
eg Asia governed the entire 
talks. 


The conference was directed, not} 


only at the speediest ending of the 
war against Japan, but also at the 
settlement of the post-war Far East 
world, 

While the three leaders discussed 
the agreements in principle, and 
mapped out their massive assault 
against the Pacific enemy on land, 
sea and air fronts, Allied Chiefs of 
Staff were in conference day and 
night working out the plans. 

e.e were five main problems on 
the Anglo-American side :— 

(1) Carrying the sea-air offensive 
to the gates of Japan—a determina- 
tion which was reflected in the 
strength of the naval staffs present. 
The British Admiralty sent 658 
delegates. 

(2) Avoiding local operations, 
which are regarded in the long run 
as wasted effort. The controversial 
subject of ‘‘island hopping’’ was 
combed over. 

(5) Co-relating the Allies future 
strategy on the basis of broader 
liaison between the staffs. 

(4) Settling the huge problems of 
transport .of supplies, troops and 
material. 

(5) Developing the weight of the 
Pacific air assult. 3 


HIGH HOPES" 


The three leaders thrashed out the 
problems in an atmosphere of 
marked friendship and cordiality— 
the austere figure of General Chiang, 
serene and unbowed after bitter years 
of warfaré, contrasting with the 
buoyant enthusiasm of Mr, Churchill 
and Mr. Roosevelt’s measured 
diction. 

High hopes are held that machinery} 
will soon be established for the 
Pacific on the lines of that set up for 
Europe after the Three-Power Con- 
ference in Moscow in October. 

The Chinese Generalissimo arrived 
by air on November 21st; accom- 
anied by his wife. He was 
followed by Mr. Churchill the same 
day, and President Roosevelt arrived 
the day. after. 

Mr. Roosevelt flew to the con- 
ference, but the British Premier 
came by sea to North Africa, calling 
at Gibraltar, Algiers and Malta: Mr.

the morning. Throughout his journey 
to North Africa he was constantly 
in touch with London, and a special 
radio staff was installed in the ship 
to handle communications. 

On the way, Mr. Churchill stopped 
at Malta for talks with Allied 
Generals. It was his first visit to 
the island since the war began, and 
he was nearly mobbed by cheering 
Maltese as he drove round the 
island. 

The British delegates numbered 
more than from the United 
Kingdom and overseas. 

The Allied leaders left for their 
new mystery destinations at the 
week-end. 

Mr. Churchiil’s: visit to North 
|Africa and his departure at the end 
of the talks for an unnamed destina- 
tion has strengthened the belief here 
that Field-Marshal Smuts has been 
left in charge of imperial strate 
while Mr. Churchill works out the 
futute course and plan of military 
operations on a world-wide scale.

Bank Accounts 


The hearing of an action of the 
Muneter and Leinster Bank, Ltd., against 
William K. McDonnell, merchant, South 
Main street, Bandon, was opened before 
Mr. Justice Martin Maguire in the High 
Court, Dublin, yesterday and adjourned. 

The bank claimed £8,371. which, they 
alleged, was due to them by Mr. McDon- 
nell on foot of his accounts with them, 
and Mr. McDonnell. denying that he 
owed the money, counter-claimed 
£50,000 against the bank as damages 
for allegéd wrongful dealing with his ac- 
counts by them. The bank denied Mr. 
McDonnell’s allegations. 

Mr. Justice Martin Maguire refused an 
application of Mr. McDonnell for liberty 
to amend his pleadings. 

Mr. Michael Binchy, 8.C., Mr. Joseph 
A McCarthy, 8.C.. and Mr. W. L. Sains- 
bury (instructed by Mr. Patrick J. O'Dris. 
coll) appeared for the bank; and Mr. P. 
J. Roe, 8.C.. Mr. Sean MacBride. $.C., 
and Mr. Edward Fahy (instructed by 
Mr. E. F. Neville) for Mr. McDonnell. 

Opening the action, Mr. Binchy said 

that the money was due on foot of Mr. 
McDonnell’s accounts with the bank, and 
also by virtue of a covenant in a deed 
of October 7th. 1927, which mortgaged 
certain premises as security for Mr. 
McDonnell’s then indebtedness. Mr. 
McDonnell’s father, “Richard, died in 
1917. leaving a very fine business in 
Bandon. He was a customer of the bank, 
and William was his only child. The 
very valuable estate devolved on William, 
and from 1917 things did not seem to 
have prospered. From that time until 
the making of the mortgage there had 
been a constant history of requests for 
larger bank accommodation and extension 
of overdraft. 
Before 1927 Mr. McDonnell had no 
fewer than seventeen accounts with the 
bank: a number had been closed and 
consolidated, and finally in 1932, when 
application was first made for payment 
of the debt, there was outstanding on 
the three accounts standing in the name 
of William K. McDonnell, on May 12th, 
£5,706. The amount now due was the 
sum claimed.

“There are to-day 20,000 


families living in one-room 
dwellings in Dublin, of whom 
14,000 are living in rooms 
unfit for human habitation.” 
That indictment of the capital 
City of Ireland was printed and 
published to the world by an 
official Commission just thirty 
years ago. Last night, in the 
Mansion House, it was made the| 
text of another indictment. 


thousands of Dublin's citizens 
exist in conditions which one of 
last night’s speakers described as 
‘Cellar dwellings reeking with 
damp and overrun by rats, and 
crowded tenement rooms infested 
with lice, where mothers try to 
bring up decent families under 
conditions not fit for animals.’’ 
The picture is appalling, but 
there is no reason to regard 
over -coloured;  testi- 
mony comes from too many 
authoritative © quarters. That, 
however, is ‘but one deeply dis- 
turbing aspect of Dublin’s 
housing troubles. There is also 


all the heroic efforts that have 
been made, and the ‘many 
millions of pounds that have 
been expended. during the past 
twenty years—the need of dwell- 


decrease.- As against the 14,000 
dwellings then declared neces- 
sary to replace insanitary tene- 
ments and cellar dens, the City 
Manager, five years ago, esti- 
mated the city’s urgent housing 


dwellings. Since that latest 
official estimate, fresh influxes of 
immigrants from _ agricultural 
areas, and demolition of dan- 
gerous dwellings, have combined 
to increase the evils of over- 
crowding. Now a third aspect of 
the problem must be considered. 
In round figures, the house or 
cottage which could have been 
built for £300 thirty years ago 
now involves an expenditure of 
£900, and there is little, if any, 
prospect that even higher build- 
ing costs can be avoided in. the 
early future. On the other side 
of the account, there is the fact 
that rates of wages, like build-

Third was the transfer of civic 
house-building to settlements ten 
to twenty miles from the city, at 
points to be served by electrically- 
driven express railway coaches. 
Finally, the transfer of housing 
activities and finance from the 
City Manager and Corporation to 
some State-appointed authority 
was urged. Of these proposals, 
three seem to provide useful 
material for discussion. In broad 
principle, much may be said for 
the postponement of luxury build- 
ing, until adequate supplies 
of materials and labour can be 
found for house-building. On that 
point we will be interested to 
hear the voice of the craft unions. 
The suggestion to limit the 
“ sprawl’’ of the city over its 
suburban surroundings has much 
to commend it. Some years ago 
the City Housing Architect fell 
into line with those who advo- 
cated the development of reason- 
ably self-contained ‘‘ satellite ”' 
settlements—every one with its 
own factories, schools and com- 
munity buildings—at such points 
as Lucan and Tallaght. That 
proposal ,has been endorsed and 
amplified since 
Corporation’s Planning Con- 
sultants, and it offers at least 
one way out of present dilemmas. 
Whether the proposal to relieve 
the Corporation of further hous- 
ing responsibilities is sound or 
otherwise depends on wider con- 
siderations than those which only 
apply to Dublin. Much, we 
think, may be said in favour of 
transferring all housing opera- 
tions to a State-appointed body 
of experts. Such a departure 
would be good for Dublin, in so 
far as it would put an end to the 
Corporation’s apparent determina- 
tion to confine its housing 
schemes to sites within the limits 
of a completely archaic municipal 
boundary. 

Now, however, it is time to 
turn to what clearly was the 
major remedy propounded at last 
night’s gathering. As we under- 
stand it, that eminently simple 
prescription of  ‘“‘ interest-free 
loans’’ resolves itself, in the 


printing and circulation of addi- 
tional supplies of paper money— 
some undefined form of ‘‘ social 
credit.’’ Most heartily we wish 
that someone 
precise and intelligible terms 
printing-press can be made to 
pay for housing materials and 
labour without incurring all the 
dead! y dangers of monetary in- 
flation and soaring prices, Such 
wizardry would point the way 
out of many other than housing

** Slacks” in Court 


A 15-year-old girl has been re- 
buked by an English magistrate 
for appearing, attired in slacks, to 
give evidence in court. Although 
the magistrate’s disapproval will 
have the unqualified support of a 
great many members of his own 
sex, it is probable that women 
throughout the world will regard 
his reproof as a typical example 
of male prejudice and lack of for- 
bearance, The magistrate’s objec- 
tion was not based on any com- 
prehensive objection to this now 
common fashion, but on the 
theory that a woman who wears 
trousers while giving evidence in a 
court of law comes perilously near 
contempt of court. A certain 
amount of personal aversion must 
enter into the question, however ; 
for, if the magistrate’s thesis were 
carried, to its logical conclusion, 
not only trousers, but also out- 
landish hats and unorthodox hair 
styles might be considered offen- 
sive in the courtroom. In the 
eyes of the law, outlandish hats 
are, at least, preferable to an 
absence of headgear; for, in one 
of our own courts, a hatless 
woman witness was told that her 
evidence would be considered 
invalid unless she borrowed a hat 
to wear while taking the oath. 
The lady in question, apparently, 
considered this objection a little 
absurd; at any rate, her ex- 
pressed reaction—‘‘I hope it 
suits me’’—elicited a firm on 
from the presiding Justice. At 
times one wonders if legal men 
would dare to make in their own 
homes remarks that their profes- 
sional duties oblige them to 
make in the courtroom. There 
can be no doubt that, whatever 
may be the male attitude towards 
a slacks-wearing lady witness, it is 
sheer waste of breath for any 
man, be he Lord High Justice or 
convicted criminal, to voice his! 
objection to the female adaptation 
of the habit of. wearing trousers. 
The ladies have decided that a 
pair of slacks has considerable 
utilitarian valfe, and, further- 
more, they cherish the belief that 
trousers enhance their personal 
beauty. Like all alarming vogues, 
it will pass with time, and the 
day will come when the wearing 
of trousers once more will be a 
male prerogative,

JOHN DRINK WATER'S 


PLAY AT GATE 


ROM last night’s Gate Theatre 
F production of John Drink- 
water's famous play it 
would be fairly hard for anyonte 
to see why it should have been a 
má success when it, was first, pro- 
uced in England and America. That 
was more than twenty years ago; 
in the meantime, the figure of the 
reat American has not, grown any 
arger than the English poet saw 
him then. This was meant to be a 
noble portrait, with an inspiration 
for the generation that was gather- 
ing all its hopes together after the 
last great war. The-portrait has less 
meaning now. Although Liam 
Gaffney makes a very good job of 
the portrayal of the figure, thére is 
a strange emptiness about all it has 
to say. It is no one’s fault, perhaps, 
that ‘“ Abraham Lincoln” does not 
produce now as a very good piey: 
It may be that many a film has 
told us better the story of the 
‘American Civil War, or that 
other reasons arising from the 
passage of time have overshadowed 
its too gentle telling of history. The 
simple fact is that it fails now to 
move or even interest by unything 
it has to tell us. Not even the good 
verse of John Drinkwater, the poet, 
enclosing the not so good play- 
writing, has anyt ing like the magic 
it once had, an ne lines drop 
wasted into space. There is some re- 
arrangement of these portions of the 
play which is not to its advantage 
as @ whole, and it seems rather odd 
that Generals Grant and Lee should 
have to walk out of the action here 
and there to become the chorus. 
There are a great many small 
parts, few of which are particularly 
well done. The best are those which 
are handled by Betty Chancellor, 
Ginette addell, Sally Travers, 
Harry rogan, Norman Barrs, 
Wilfred Brambell and Aiden 
Grennell. 

There was a densely packed house 
to welcome Messrs. Edwards and 
MacLiammoir back to the Gate, and 
the production was received with a 
fine show of enthusiasm.

Canon Kingsmill. Moore was re- 
cognised as an authority on all 
educational matters. He was a 
member of the Standing Committee 
of the General Synod and of the 
Erasmus Smith’s Board. He was 
also Chairman of the High School 
Committee ahd Honorary Secretary 
of the Sunday School iety for 
Ireland. The Archbishop of Can- 
terbury nominated him as one of 
the nine members of the Inner Com- 
mittee, who, at the request of the 
Lambeth Conference, drew up a re- 
port on the subject of the improve- 
ment and development of Sunday 
School teaching. This was a matter 
on which Dr. Moore specialised, 
and on which he wrote extensively. 
He was also a member of the Royal 
Irish Academy and a Fellow both 
of the Antiquarian and Horticultu- 
ral Societies. He was a Canon of 
St. Patrick’s Cathedral. 

Canon Moore frequently wrote to 
the Press on matters connected 
with the financial aspect of the 
educational question. He always 
championed the cause of the 
teachers, and did all in his power 
to procure what henefits he could 
for them. He was a man both of 
culture and ability. In 1880 he 
married a daughter of Mr. Turpin, 
of Cork, and leaves one son.

SQUALOR IN:DUBLIN 
SLUMS 


Out of a medical student’s recent 
two-months midwifery course in a 
Dublin hospital may grow an im- 
portant new auxiliary in the fight 
to abolish slums. This auxiliary is 
a society formed yesterday at a 
meeting of the College of Surgeons’ 
Medical Society, with the object of 
giving immediate alleviation to the 
poor of Dublin, in co-operation with 
the Marrowbone Lane Samaritan 
Fund, 
Prior to this the meeting had 
heard from the student, Mr. 
Desmond O’Connor, a description of 
some of his extern maternity cases. 
This was one of them: A tenement 
house, rotting staircase, rickety 
banisters. In the tenement live 55 
people. They have no gas, no 
electricity, no i. Toor lavatory. In 
the yard there is one water tap and 
one water closet for the 35 people. 
In one room, 18ft. by 15ft., live a 
man and woman and their family o 
six other children, aged 15, 12, 10, 8, 
and 4, 
The walls are crumbling, the floor 
full of holes, There are two beds for 
the family—a double bed which 
normally contains five members of 
the family, and a single bed for the 
other four—but neither bed has 
sufficient clothes for one person. The 
furniture consists of a table, an 
empty dresser, and three chairs, 
imade out of soap boxes. The windows 
are cracked and broken, and the 
wind whistles through. The husband 
earns 14s. per week selling papers, 
draws 8s. per week unemployment 
assistance, a shilling’s worth of free 
turf and 6s. worth of food vouchers. 
The rent is 6s. per week. 
Professor E. J. Evatt, President 
of the Society, said that he had 
lived in India, Canada and England, 
but had never heard of such squalor 
as that described in Mr. O’Connor’s 
per. If there was not sufficient, 
food, clothing and fuel for these 
families in Ireland, then we should 
not be too proud to ask other coun- 
tries to help us. He thought the 
N.S.P.C.C.- would be entitled to 
rosecute the Corporation and the 
Sevenaneiad which allowed such 
conditions. 
Dr. Robert Collis said it should 
be their duty as doctors to try to 
eliminate the things which caused 
disease,
